My name is William Rule, my position is Chief, Property Division, 
Office of Military Government, Hesse. Mr. Cronthall is with me; 
his first name is Victor. He is Chief, Decartelization Branch, 
Property Division, Office of Military Government, Hesse. 


If you will kindly just go ahead in your own way and make any 
Statement you care to. 


Our basis for the operation of decartelization today is Military 
Government Law 56. Our problem is somewhat peculiar in Hesse for the 
reason that we have both large industrial units and a great number of 
small individual units. I think it could be said that at the time of 
the entrance of the American Troops into Hesse, by far and large the 
greatest and largest combine was 1.G. Farben which, of course, wos 
taken care of in specific laws and directives. 


Today as far as Hesse is concerned, we feel that at our level we have 
no problem with I1.G. Farben. The operation is in the hands of the 
I.G. Farben Control Group. Wherever they need help we are available 
to assist them, but in the main we do very little. 


Another large industrial unit which fell under Law No. 56 was Henschel 
& Sohn, Kassel. Henschel and Sohn is an industrial unit which manufac- 
tures locomtives, probably one of the largest in Europe and definitely 
the lergest in Germany. On 1 December 1947, at the request cf the 
US/UK Decartelizatien Control Group, we seized the properties of Hen- 
schel and Sohn to prevent trensfer of capital assets or exchange of 
Shares of capital units either outside of the Henschel complex or 
between units of the Henschel complexe The purpose of the seizure was

In Hesse wo have attempted to approach the whole problem of deoarteli- 
zation from two angles; the first being a breakup of an unilesirable 
economic power; secondly, prevention of unfair trade practices based 
upon the following criteria: (a) the rules and regulations of the 

U.S. Federal Trade Commission as far as they could be applicable to 
local conditions in Germany; (b) upon the basis of existing rules and 
regulations set up by OMGUS or subdivisions thereof; (co) upon the 
general principles of democracy and free enterprise based upon Amsrican 
principles. The majority of the work in Hesse has occupied itself with 
the latter, i.e., prevention of unfair trade practices. 


To date, we have on file with Military Government 452 notices of termi- 
nation; we have received 251 reports of termination, that is of existing 
cartel agreementse In the last six months we have completed investiga- 
tions on 19 combines and syndicatese 85 investigations ars peniing at 
the present tims. 82 Show Cause Orders have been prepared and submitted 
to the BICO Decartelization Office for the signatures of the Chief's of 
the combined British and U.S. Elements. Fragebogens have been forwmrded 
to 466 individuals or corporations owning or Operating theaters.

In the majority of cases when firms have been called in as a result of 
complaints we have received from individuals, stating that they were 
discriminated against and could not receive certain materials as a re- 
sult of existing arrangements, we have called in the manufacturers or 
the producers and have asked them why they could not furnish certain 
individuals with the articles they were manufacturing or producing. 


In 75% of the cases all that was necessary was a hearing before Military 
Governrent. Before anylegal action was taken the guilty firms admitted 

their mistake and said no further action would be necessary or reouired:
